him  despite  his  manner.  After  many  adventures  Peer  Gynt  finds  himself  in 
in  the  Hall  of  the  Mountain  King,  where  he  is  tortured  by  gnomes.  The  sound 
of  bells  in  the  distance  cause  the  castle  to  collapse  and  Peer  is  rescued.  He 
builds  a  hut  in  the  forest  and  Solvejg  comes  to  him  to  share  his  fate. 

Concerto  in  A  Minor — Schumann 

Schumann  wrote,  after  he  had  heard  for  the  first  time  Mendelssohn  play 
his  own  Concerto  in  G  minor,  that  he  should  never  dream  of  composing  a  con¬ 
certo  in  three  movements,  each  complete  in  itself.  In  January,  1839,  from  Vi¬ 
enna,  he  wrote  to  Clara  Wieck,  to  whom  he  was  bethrothed:  “My  concerto 
is  a  compromise  between  a  symphony,  a  concerto,  and  a  huge  sonata;  I  see  I 
cannot  write  a  concerto  for  the  virtuosos;  I  must  plan  something  else.”  The 
first  movement  of  the  Concerto  in  A  minor  was  written  at  Leipsic  in  1841  and 
the  two  following  movements  four  years  later.

Coriolanus  Overture — Beethoven 

The  overture  is  based  on  the  well  known  Roman  story  which  Shakespeare 
has  immortalized  in  his  drama  of  the  same  name. 

Andante — Schubert 

This  is  the  slow  movement  from  the  great  symphony  in  C  major.  It  is 
one  of  the  longest  and  loveliest  of  all  symphonies.  Von  Bulow  speaks  of  its 
“heavenly  length.”  Schubert  seems  to  have  been  in  love  with  his  own  themes 
and  dwelt  on  them,  turning  over  and  over  the  material  in  every  possible  way 
in  the  different  movements. 

Russian  Folk  Songs — Liadow 

Together  with  Balakirev  and  Liapounow,  Liadow  was  charged  by  the  Im¬ 
perial  Geographical  Society  of  Russia  to  make  researches  into  the  Russian 
Folk  music  of  the  various  districts  throughout  Russia,  the  Caucasus  and  even 
in  Siberia.  The  pieces  played  tonight  are  the  partial  result  of  this  work.

Liadow  is  not  a  prolific  composer.  He  was  profoundly  influenced  by  his  coun¬ 
tryman,  Chopin.  The  evidence  is  extremely  pronounced  in  his  piano  works, 
at  the  same  time  their  distinctively  Russian  color:' ng  and  gay,  frequently  hu¬ 
morous  character,  saves  them  from  the  reproach  of  servile  imitation.  This  is 
the  first  performance  of  the  songs  in  Los  Angeles. 

“It  Is  Enough/’  from  Elijah — Mendelssohn 

It  is  rare  that  this  lovely  and  dramatic  song  appears  outside  of  the  ora¬ 
torio  setting  in  which  it  was  originally  cast.  In  the  oratorios  Mendelssohn 
reached  his  greatest  musical  heights.  There  is  a  fervor  and  sincerity  in  many 
of  the  choruses  and  concerted  numbers  of  which  he  did  not  always  seem  ca¬ 
pable.

This  number  is  characterized  by  the  beautiful  and  expressive  solo  for 
English  horn  played  just  before  the  curtain  rises  on  the  third  act  of  the  drama. 
Vincent  Schipilliti,  who  performs  the  solo  tonight,  is  the  English  horn  player 
in  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra.

Mignon  Overture— Thomas 

This  is  the  overture  to  the  romantic  opera  of  the  French  composer,  Am- 
broise  Thomas.  It  is  best  remembered  by  the  famous  air,  “Know’st  thou  the 
Land,”  which  appears  almost  at  once  in  the  overture. 


Symphonic  Poem,  Danse  Macabre — Saint  Saens 


Death,  at  the  stroke  of  twelve,  intones  a  weird  motive  on  her  violin — the 
souls  of  the  departed  hear  the  rhythmic  throb  of  her  playing — they  crowd 
around  dancing  madly.  But  at  the  flush  of  dawn,  when  the  cock  crows,  they 
dispose  and  scurry  back  over  Styx. 

This,  in  short,  is  the  program  of  this  effective  composition  by  the  great 
composer  who  has  recently  died  at  the  advanced  age  of  87.

of  short  compositions  from  a  fairy  ballet  planned  for  the  Christmas  season 
of  1891. 

Overture  Miniature — patterned  after  Mozart,  who  was  Tschaikowsky’s 
favorite  composer.  Only  the  higher  pitched  instruments  of  the  orchestra  take 
part. 

Danse  de  la  Fee  Dragee — One  of  the  few  numbers  in  orchestral  repertoire 
which  makes  use  of  the  celesta,  a  keyboard  instrument  played  like  a  piano. 
Its  delicate,  pure  sound  is  produced  by  small  hammers  striking  against  steel 
plates. 

Danse  Russe,  Trepak — Performed  by  full  orchestra,  with  tambourine  and 
kettle  drums.  The  Trepak  is  a  popular  folk  dance,  which  exhibits  the  rhythm 
and  song-like  quality  in  Russian  music  of  this  type. 

Danse  Arabe— Like  many  of  his  musical  compatriots,  Tschaikowsky  was 
peculiarly  happy  in  the  expression  of  oriental  moods.  In  this  languishing 
rhythmic  revery  he  makes  use  of  an  original  Arabian  melody. 

Danse  Chinoise — This  Chinese  dance  is  a  bit  of  musical  fun  between 
bassoons,  flutes,  strings  and  clarinets. 

Danse  Des  Mirlitons— Dance  of  the  Toy  Pipers,  employing  chiefly  flutes, 
English  horn  and  brasses. 

Yalse  Des  Fleurs — Richer  in  color  is  “The  Flower  Dance,”  where  the  warm 
tones  of  the  horns  set  the  keynote  of  a  more  emotional  mood. 

Les  Preludes — Liszt 

With  what  magnificent  gestures  of  courage  and  wistfulness  has  the  ven¬ 
erable  Hungarian  abbe,  Franz  Liszt,  here  translated  the  mystic  utterance  of 
the  French  poet,  Lamartine:  “What  is  life  but  a  series  of  preludes  to  that 
unknown  song,  the  first  solemn  note  of  which  is  sounded  by  death?”  First 
love,  “the  enchanted  daybreak  of  every  life;”  the  storm  “whose  fa+al  breath

As  the  title  indicates,  this  piece  is  written  in  the  happy  care-free  spirit  of 
the  Yianna  of  pre-war  days.  The  composer  is  the  great  violinist  Fritz  Kreisler, 
the  orchestration  is  hv  Alfred  Hertz. 

Liebesleid  and  Liebesfreud — Kreisler 

These  are  two  favorite  violin  solos  by  the  great  Austrian  violinist,  Fritz 
Kreisler.  The  first  has  been  orchestrated  by  Alfred  Hertz;  the  second  by 
Frederick  Stock,  conductor  of  the  Chicago  Symphony  Orchestra. 

Iphigenia  in  Aulis  Overture — Gluck 

This  is  the  overture  to  one  of  the  many  operas  which  Gluck  wrote  for 
the  Paris  stage.  Many  of  them  were  taken  from  the  Greek  mythology.  Like 
Meyerbeer,  Gluck  was  a  German  who  won  his  successes  in  France.

PROGRAM  NOTES 

Tunes  and  Dances — Purcell 

Purcell  was  one  of  the  earliest  and  best  of  the  English  composers.  He 
came  of  a  race  of  musicians  and  his  name  is  mentioned  in  Pepy’s  Diary  of 
1659-1660  as  “Master  of  Musique.”  It  is  fitting  that  his  countryman,  Arthur 
Bliss,  should  be  the  one  to  resurrect  and  arrange  in  modern  orchestral  dress 
the  long  unheard  music. 

Color  Symphony — Bliss 

Arthur  Bliss  is  one  of  the  most  prominent  of  the  younger  English  com¬ 
posers  who  bid  fair  to  establish  a  definite  school  of  their  art.  Extremely  mod¬ 
ernistic,  the  works  are  to  a  great  extent  constructed  in  the  impressionistic 
vein,  without  adherence  to  the  established  forms.  Their  ideal  is  to  paint  in 
tones.  The  creation  of  a  mood  or  a  picture  their  aim. 

The  finale  of  the  Color  Symphony  is  entitled  “Green.”

Variations  for  'Cello — Boellman 

An  analysis  of  this  set  of  variations  is  not  necessary.  They  are  in  the 
repertoire  of  practically  every  ’cellist  and  are  extremely  popular  and  familiar. 

Alfred  Wallanstein  is  a  Los  Angeles  youth  who  reaped  his  laurels  abroad. 
He  has  been,  for  the  last  season,  the  solo  ’cellist  of  the  Chicago  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  has  appeared  with  that  organization  as  soloist  many  times.  He 
returns  to  Chicago  immediately  after  his  appearance  in  the  Bowl. 

Symphony,  From  the  New  World — Dvorak 

This  symphony  is  supposed  to  be  the  Bohemian’s  impression  of  America 
in  American  musical  form.  It  has  been  often  said  that  he  has  used  actual 
negro  melodies  in  the  work,  but  this  he  denied,  and  in  fact,  while  the  general 
characteristics  of  his  melodizing  in  this  composition  resemble  the  Southern 
darky  strains,  nowhere  has  he  actually  used  another  theme  except  those  that 
sprang  from  his  mind. 

The  lovely  largo  of  this  symphony  had  become  one  of  the  most  famous  of 
orchestra  pieces,  and  is  known  and  beloved  everywhere.
